The Anſwer J ſend to the Overtures made to me, is, I believe, 
right; as every Thing muſt be, at this Time, which Points at 
breaking the Confederacy of Party. I Copy it to you ; becauſe 
one of the Inſtances of that Gratitude, which I will pay you all 
my Life, ſhall be, to keep no Reſerve with you. 

As to thoſe Perſons, who are willing, without any Merit on 
my Part, to enter into my Cauſe, and who have even good 
Opinion enough of me to deſire to know my Sentiments on 
the preſent State of Affairs in Britain; I cannot forbear to repeat 
to you, what I ſaid, when we were together. I think my ſelf in- 
finitely obliged to them; and, whatever be the Event of Things, 
with reſpe& to me, I ſhall retain the ſame Senſe of the particu- 
lar Obligation. This Affair cannot be brought on the Stage, but 
by the K---'s Favour, and the Motion of the Miniſters. When 
it is ſo, their Concurrence will not only carry it through, with 
a better Air, but will be a ſeaſonable Leſſon to the Tories. I 
think truly, that the Object of the Tories is Jacobitiſm ; and 
That of the Wings, ſome fantaſtical Alteration in the Conſtitu- 
tion of our Laws and Government. Many go on with the two 
Parties, who do not mean either of theſe two Things; but theſe 
Men will be hurried out of their Depth by the Torrent of Party, 
unleſs they get aſhore in Time. The K--- cannot ſubmit to the 
Whigs, who now oppoſe the Court, without falling into Con- 
tempt ; nor to the Tories, without reſigning his Crown. This 
State of Things puts Him and his Miniſters into Shackles, and 
leaves them but one Sett of Perſons to work with. The Mea- 
ſure, therefore, of doing true and national Service, independant- 
ly of narrow Party-Views, is, to emancipate Him and Them, 
to chooſe a Number of Tories, who can purge themſelves of all 
Imputation of Jacobitiſm; and a Number of Whigs, who with- 
out any regard to Perſons, are ready to ſupport the Government, 
in oppoſing the Extreams of all Sides. The more I think of Bri- 
tiſb Affairs, the more I am convinced, that nothing elſe can fave 
you from running into immediate Confuſion. *Tis ridiculous, 
perhaps, for a Man who belongs to no Country, to meddle in 
the Affairs of any one; and it would be dangerous, in my Cir- 
cumſtances, to be known to give any Advice: But theſe are the 
Sentiments of my Heart ; al I am ſure of the Uſe which you 
will make of them. Adieu, my dear Lord! burn my Letter for 
fear of Accidents. How is Lady ? Iam charg'd with Com- 
pliments for her and you; mine attend her. | 
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
